The aid program that expired Friday said the administration could use the 
$17.7 million paces ‘only” for food, clothing, medical services and shelter. 

The new $27 million six-month package signed into law by President Reagan 
Saturday calls for assistance in the same four areas but the word “only” has 
been deleted, permitting the administration greater flexibility in how the 
money is spent. 

In signing the $14.3 billion foreign aid bill, Reagan criticized what he said 
was a minimal amount of humanitarian aid for the Contras. 

U.S. officials, insisting on anonymity, said they envision U.S.-sponsored 
“skills training” in areas ranging from radio maintenance to record keeping, 
human rights and health care. 

The officials said such programs should boost the morale of the thousands of 
rebels who are camped along the Honduran-Nicaraguan border with little to 
keep them occupied. 

Many of the rebels flocked to these camps from inside Nicaragua over the 
past six months to take advantage of the assistance programs being carried out 
in the border area by the Agency for International Development. 


Macho image may have caused illness 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. — Machoismand a curriculum that aims to harden 
police officers to the stresses of their jobs may have been behind last month’s 
outbreak of illness among recruits at an academy for local police forces. 

Sixteen recruits out of a class of 50 were hospitalized for exhaustion and 
dehydration. 

Some needed kidney dialysis, and two remained hospitalized Saturday, 
including one who had to have a liver transplant and remained in a coma in 
critical condition. 

The state attorney general’s office is investigating. Two state troopers who 
were running physical and stress training for the class deny mistreating the 
recruits but have been temporarily reassigned at their own request. 

“We categorically deny that we did anything that was not part of the regular 
training regimen, and believe that we will be vindicated by any objective 
investigation,” the troopers, Blake Gilmore and John Richardson, said in a 
statement. 


S. African president's success is disputed 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Government officials are elated by the 
success of their diplomatic offensive into black Africa, but foes of apartheid 
said Sunday the campaign does nothing to resolve domestic racial problems. 

“Africa is talking to South Africa,” President P.W. Botha said after meeting 
Saturday with President Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire. 

‘It was Botha’s third summit with a black African leader in three weeks. 

City Press, South Africa’s largest-selling black newspaper, described the 
visit to Zaire as “sheer hypocrisy.” 

An official of the African National Congress guerrilla movement con- 
demned Mobutu for agreeing to meet Botha. 

Apartheid establishes a racially segregated society in which the 26 million 
blacks have no vote in national affairs. 

The 5 million whites control the economy and maintain separate districts, 
schools and health services. 

City Press, in an editorial Sunday, asked: “What is the point of achieving

Major TV networks to join AIDS campaign 


NEW YORK — The nation’s three major TV networks say they will join an 
advertising campaign urging sexually active Americans to use condoms to 
prevent the spread of AIDS. 

The commercials, direct and fraught with emotion, were released Friday by 
the nation’s leading producer of public-service announcements, The Advertis- 
ing Council. 

Several national publications also said they would run print versions. 

“The public service campaign of The Advertising Council may offend some 
people. I’m truly sorry about that,” said U.S. Surgeon General C. Everett 
Koop, who endorsed the campaign at a Manhattan news conference. “You 
cannot ignore people who might not have your own morality.” 

Critics of the ads called them misleading because condoms are not foolproof. 

'“Peoplé' will ‘usé condoms, feel protected, and still get AIDS and die,” said 
Dr. Elizabeth Whelan, executive director of the American Council on Science 
and Health. 


Discovery crew saluted fallen astronauts 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Discovery’s astronauts delivered a poignant 
salute Sunday to their fallen Challenger comrades, eulogizing them as fellow 
sojourners and friends, and saying “At this moment, our place in the heavens 
makes us feel closer to them than ever before.” 

Said astronaut John M. Lounge: “It’s good to be back to where they wanted 
to go so badly.” As they beamed down spectacular views of the mottled blue 
and white Earth miles below, the Discovery astronauts took time out to speak 
about the Challenger — America’s last manned space venture — which ex- 
ploded on liftoff 32 months ago tragically killing school teacher Christa 
McAuliffe and six others. 

Discovery is to return home from a four-day, one-hour flight today, landing 
at Edwards Air Force Base in California at 12:33 p.m. EDT. “Those on the 
Challenger who had flown before and seen these sights, they would know the 
meaning of our thoughts,” said astronaut George D. Nelson. “Those who had 
gone to view them for the first time, they would know why we set forth.”

Top Soviet government 
undergoes restructuring

MOSCOW — Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev grasped the top government 
and Communist Party authority in his 
own hands Saturday, succeeding 
President Andrei A. Gromyko to cli- 
max a breathtaking two-day assault 
on the Kremlin’s Old Guard. 

The 1,500-member Supreme Soviet 
unanimously elected Gorbachev pres- 
ident. 

This happened just 25 hours after a 
hasty gathering of the Communist 
Party Central Committee stream- 
lined the party apparatus and made 
the biggest personnel changes since 
Gorbachev became party leader 31/2 
years ago. 

The Kremlin shake-up fuels Gor- 
bachev’s drive to restructure the So- 
viet economy and government. 

It also signals his determination to 
dominate the entrenched bureau- 
cracy he blames for slowing him 
down. 

A somber Gorbachev promised the 
Supreme Soviet — the nominal par- 
liament — that government bodies 
will take on a greater role in everyday 
management of the country while the 
Communist Party confines itself to 
policy matters. 

The Soviet government councils 
should become the highest authority 
on their territory and they should 
eradicate the problems of stagnation, 
said Gorbachev. 

He said the Communist Party will 
disencumber the advancement of the 
role of the government councils. 

“The Soviets will take on their 
shoulders the major burden of state 
work,” said Gorbachev in a brief ad- 
dress after the vote. 

“As the situation changes, we must 
change accordingly,” he said. 

In its 42-minute session, the 
Supreme Soviet also approved with- 
out debate or dissent the selection of a 
new KGB chief, career officer 
Vladimir Kryuchkov. 

The Supreme Soviet also approved 
of Gorbachev’s recommendation for 
Anatoly Lukyanov to be a new vice 
president. 

On Friday, Gromyko retired from 
the 12-man ruling Politburo. The 


party’s policy-making Central Com- | 


mittee also removed another aging 
full member of the Politburo and two 
candidate, or non-voting, members 
and reorganized the powerful Central 
Committee secretariat. 

Gorbachev installed supporters in 
key Central Committee jobs and ap- 
peared to demote Yegor K. Ligachev, 
said to be a conservative Politburo 
rival, by putting him in charge of agri- 
culture.

The cream-colored walls of the 
Supreme Soviet echoed in thunderous 
applause at the end of the 79-year-old 
Gromyko’s farewell address, in which 
he urged party unity and thanked the 
deputies for their faith in him. 

Gromyko, a Communist Party and 
government stalwart from the time of 
Stalin through the first several years 
of Gorbachev’s reforms, served 28 
years as foreign minister before being 
elevated to the largely ceremonial 
presidency in July 1985, four months 
after Gorbachev took power. 

“The star of socialism since October 
1917 has constantly shined and given 
light,” he said. 

“Thank you, comrade deputies for 
the trust you’ve granted me in the 
past and now. I have very deep re- 
spect for it,” said Gromyko. 

Gromyko then returned to his seat 
on the dais facing the deputies and sat 
expressionless, abstaining from the 
vote that removed him from office. 

When selected party leader in 
March 1985, Gorbachev chose not to 
take the top government job, as his 
predecessors had. 

He held a position as a member of 
the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet, 
the country’s highest executive body 
that Gromyko headed. That gave 
Gorbachev — sufficient ceremonial 
standing to conduct affairs of state. 

But in June, the Soviet leader pro- 
posed creation of a new, more power- 
ful presidency in line with his efforts 
to strengthen the government and 
limit the Communist Party’s involve- 
ment in day-to-day management. 

Gorbachev proposed that the new 
president be chosen by a reorganized 
parliament. 

Communist Party officials have in- 
structed the Supreme Soviet to make 
the reforms between October and 
next spring. 

It was uncertain how Gorbachev’s 
sudden assumption of government 
power affected those plans. 

That may become more certain at 
another meeting of the Supreme So- 
viet scheduled for the end of the 
month.

Among college campuses nation- 
wide only 10 to 25 percent of all sex 
offenses are ever reported to the 
“proper authority for investigation, 
‘according to a report recently re- 
leased by the Rape Treatment Center 
in Santa Monica, Calif...’ 

Often, sex offenses are not re- 
- ported because of the victim’s fear of

of the University Police, there are 
basically four types of rape: 

-The blitz rape or stranger-to- 
stranger rape: this type is reported 
the most and feared the most by 
women. 

-Confidence rape or date rape: 
these are least reported out of any of 
the types of rape. 

-Felony rape: a rape committed 
during the commission of a felony 
such as armed robbery. 

-Gang rape: these are rare but usu- 
ally occur when the offenders are in- 
volved with alcohol or drugs. 

“The rapist looks for a victim who 
cannot react swiftly, such as sleeping 
women and intoxicated women,” said 
Curtis Larson, investigator with the 
University Police. 

“Although the rapist may be a 
stranger to the victim at the time of 
the attack, in most cases the offender 
has been watching and planning for 
weeks and sometimes is extremely fa- 
miliar with the victim.” 

There is often a testing and threat- 
ening stage when the rapist wants to

The rapist relies on shock and ter- 
ror to make his victim submit by using 
degrading words. If the victim 
shrinks in fear, the attacker then has 


the advantage, according to 
Bringhurst. 

“The rapist will then tell the victim 
what he wants from her and what he 
will do if she refuses to submit or co- 
operate,” said Bringhurst. “Don’t re- 
act until you can react properly.” 

“To fight, flee or submit must be 
the woman’s own decision at the time 
the attack occurs. The decision must 
be based upon the closed or open na- 
ture of the attack situation, her own 
abilities, state of mind and self-confi- 
dence, as well as whether or not the 
attacker is armed, or, in the woman’s 
judgment, is going to get violent.” 

According to Lemmon, the final 
stage of the rapist’s act is the “sign-off 
or termination” stage. 

Some offenders convey messages of 
guilt or apologize when they leave. 
They plead with the victim not to call 
the police. Some will threaten future 
harm if the victim reports the inci- 
dent. 

“It is important for the incident to 
be reported to the proper authority. 
Not reporting the crime causes the 
victim to be a target for further sex- 
ual assault by the perpetrator,” said 
Larson. Statistics show that 33 per- 
cent of all victims who report being 
raped have been sexually assaulted 
before. 

“The only recourse the victim has 
at the last stage of rape is to report 
the incident in hope that the offender 
will be apprehended, thus preventing 
another female from going through 
the same nightmare, said Larson.” 

“There is no one specific way to deal 
with a rape situation. What might be 
successful in dissuading one type of 
assailant, might in fact only aggra- 
vate the situation with a different 
type of offender,” said Bringhurst. 

“The important thing to remember 
is not to take any action which places 
the female in greater jeopardy if the 
plan fails,” he said. 

“Have several 
mind.” 

According to Lemmon, there are 
four things that should be done after a 
rape occurs. 

-Go to a safe place. 

-Call the police immediately. 

-Call a friend or family member to 
be with you. 

-Preserve all physical evidence. 

The University Police department 
recommends the following prevention 
methods against sexual assault: 

-Avoid potential rape settings.

He said, “My beloved brothers and 
sisters, we hardly fathom the power 
of the Book of Mormon nor the divine 
role it must yet play, nor the extent to 
which it must be moved.” 

He suggested more lessons, more 
study, more listening, more placing of 
the Book of Mormon in professional 
lobbies, more Book of Mormon art 
and music, more Book of Mormon 
quotations in homes and more mis- 
sionaries prepared to use the book.

Elder Nelson, speaking on the 
widespread problem of drug abuse, 
said drugs are “the modern ‘mess of 
pottage’ for which souls are sold. No 
families are free from risk.” 

As a medical doctor, Elder Nelson 
said he has seen the’ devastating ef-

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fects of drug abuse on others through- 
out his studies, and said the real prob- 
lems often begin with abuse of 
tobacco and alcoholic beverages. He 
cited statistics of the fatalness of 
these drugs and the relatively recent 
realization by government leaders of 
the drugs’ harmful effects. 

The solution to these problems, he 
said, is neither governmental or insti- 
tutional, but instead “a matter of indi- 
vidual choice and commitment.” He 
then gave a “spinitual prescription” of 
choices which can “cure” the prob- 
lems of drug abuse.

“It is not necessary for anyone to de- 
pend continually upon the testimony 
of another regarding the. mediation, 
atonement and_ resurrection of 
Christ as our Redeemer and Savior. 
Each can savor the sweetness of the 
truths of the gospel by obedience to 
the principles, ordinances and 
covenants.” 

Elder Ashton, the last speaker Sat- 
urday morning, admonished his lis- 
teners to measure the worth of some- 
one by the same standards the Lord 
would use.

Sincerely striving to follow Jesus, 
reverence at parting, fellowshipping 
and Christlike communications were 
some of the topics addressed by gen- 
eral authorities during the Saturday 
afternoon session of the 158th Semi- 
annual General Conference of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

During the afternoon session, El- 
der Neal A. Maxwell, amember of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, said, 
“Sincerely striving to follow Jesus 
will try our faith and patience — 
sometimes sorely.” 

Elder Maxwell said during his talk 
that Jesus asked some searching 
questions “which tell us even more 
about the stretching journey of disci- 
pleship.’ 

For example, Jesus asked, 
desirest thon of me?” 
and Elder Maxwell said, 
“Sometimes we do too 
much comparing and too 
little following. Some- 
times also a few resent 
God’s having chosen 
someone else; perceiv- 
ing themselves as 
passed over. They then 
go under spiritually.” 

True disciples are described as 
steadfast, pressing forward with a 
perfect brightness of hope, he said. 

“There is only one exit gate leading 
unto eternal life. Unhappily, only a 
few find it, but not because God is 
exclusionary. Instead, because we 
exclude God.” 

Some think adultery and similar 
sins are permissible as long as any- 
thing else they do is commendable, 
however, according to Elder 
Maxwell, “In the arithmetic of 
heaven, several commendables do not 
cancel out one inexcusable.” 

Elder Boyd K. Packer, also of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
spoke concerning reverence at part- 
ing, and said, “One of the most solemn 
and sacred meetings of the Church is 
the funeral for a departed member. . . 
it is a time to soberly contemplate 
doctrines of the gospel and the pur- 
poses for the ministry of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.”

Ina April 1978 Priesthood Bulletin, 
it says funerals conducted under 
Church officials follow the general 
format of the sacrament meeting with 
respect to music, speaking and 
prayers, said Elder Packer. 

The bishop is the presiding author- 
ity and counselor when morticians, 
“out of a desire to be of help and not 
understanding the doctrines and pro- 
cedures of the Church, will alter the 
funeral service,” he said. 

“The bishop should quietly per- 
suade them to follow the established 
pattern. It is not a rigid pattern and 
allows sufficient flexibility to have 
each funeral personally appropriate 
for the deceased.” 

Furthermore, quiet humor is not 
out of order at a funeral, said Elder 
Packer, but it should be wisely intro 
duced.

How 
sad if our own conduct is irreverent at 
a time when others are seeking so 
desperately for spiritual strength.” 

According to Elder Packer, funer- 
als combine three elements of the 
Church: the doctrines of the gospel, 
the spirit of inspiration and families 
gathered in tender regard for one an- 
other and “should be characterized by 
solemnity and reverence.” 

Elder M. Russell Ballard, of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, said 
LDS members should not withhold or 
limit hands of fellowship to nonmem- 
bers, inactive members or converts of 
the Church. According to Elder Bal- 
lard, this is contrary to the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 

“Today more than 35,700 full-time 
missionaries are combing the earth 
looking for those of our Father’s chil- 
dren who will listen to the message of 
the restoration,” he said. 

Missionary work throughout the 


world requires much sacrifice and 
hard work and all of it is in vain if 
those who accept the gospel do not 
receive a loving and warm welcome 
by LDS members, according to Elder 
Ballard. 

“T urge you to increase the spirit of 
friendship and pure Christian fellow- 
ship in your neighborhoods.” 

A member of the First Quorum of 
the Seventy, Elder John K. Carmack, 
said, “The real power of the Church is 
not financial or political, but the quiet 
testimonies of its members.” 

Carmack compared member’s tes- 
timonies to lawns. “They may be 
green and growing, but the heat of 
summer can change all of that. 

“The bell tolls for all of us. To those 
with strong testimonies, keep them 
growing. To those who have lost their 
testimonies, we need you back once 
again to take sweet counsel to- 
gether,” said Elder Carmack. 

The three keys of a 
testimony are to be 
rooted in Christ, to have 
a firm desire to know the 
truth and to do the 
things God has com- 
manded, according to 
Carmack. 

Three dangers which 
can damage testimonies 
are arrogance and pride, 
serious transgressions and the substi- 
tution of peripheral pursuits and val- 
ues for Christ and simple gospel ide- 
als and standards, he said. 

Elder L. Lionel Kendrick, also a 
member of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy, said, “Our communications 
are at the core of our relationships 
with others. 

“Souls can be strengthened or shat- 
tered by the message and the manner 
in which we communicate.” 

According to Elder Kendrick, the 
more common un-Christlike commu- 
nications include lying, blaming, criti- 
cizing and anger. “Anger shows a lack 
of self-control and an inability to. re- 
late in a righteous way to others” and 
is often used as a selfish strategy to 
gain control of relationships. 

Negative criticism is intended to 
hurt and often defame and tends to 
crush the character of those about 
whom it is directed, according to El- 
der Kendrick.

“Guiding and shepherding the youth of the Church’ 
Priesthood holders counseled to teach others with love

Television has taken the balance 
out of the lives of many members of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, said Elder Joseph B. 
Wirthlin, a member of the Quorum of 
the Twelve, to priesthood holders 
Saturday night in the Tabernacle on 
Temple Square. 

“T have observed that some fathers 
spend too much'time watching sports 
on television; «said Elder Wirthlin, in 
the priesthood session of the 158th 
Semiannual General Conference. 
“This practice has almost become an 
addiction in today’s world. Television 
is out of control in some homes. The 
set is rarely turned off, regardless of 
the programming.” 

The television and film media have 
become some_of Satan’s most effec- 
tive tools, said Elder Wirthlin. 

“Hispecially insidious in my view is 
the advertising for wine coolers and 
beer. They are represented falsely as 
little more than soft drinks,” said El- 
der Wirthlin. “That message is false. 
It is an absolute lie, fostered by the 
father of lies.” 

According to President Thomas S. 
Monson, second counselor in the First 
Presidency, the lack of sportsman- 
ship in athletic competitions has been 
epidemic. There have been com- 
plaints of name calling by parents, 
abuse of referees and all that charac- 
terizes poor sportsmanship. “We 
have room for improvement, 
brethren, and improve we must.” 

The purpose of sports activities is 
to strengthen faith, build integrity 
and develop a Christlike character in 
each participant — not to build clones 
of Larry Bird or Magic Johnson, said 
President Monson. 

In a rare admonition, members of

the Church were urged to join with 
others in opposing the legalization 
and government sponsorship of lot- 
teries. 

“Public lotteries were advocated as 
a means of relieving the burden of 
taxation,” said Elder Wirthlin. “All 
too often lotteries only add to the 
problem of the financially disadvan- 
taged by taking money from them and 
giving nothing of value in return.” 

Members of the Church should 
avoid unreasonable debt and every 
family should have a year’s supply of 
food, clothing and other necessities of 
life, said President Monson. “It is our 
sacred duty: to take care of our 
families. 

“Too frequently the emotional, so- 
cial, and in some instances, even the 
material essentials of life are not pro- 
vided by children to their aged par- 
ents. This is displeasing to the Lord.” 

Bearers of the Melchizedek Priest- 
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hood were reminded that the Lord 
has given them the obligation to focus 
more attention on teaching, guiding 
and shepherding the youth of the 
Church. 

“Remember,” said Elder Wirthlin, 
“the lambs have little chance of fol- 
lowing the right path if the shepherd 
goes astray.” 

Priesthood bearers were also coun- 
seled to prepare for the Lord’s second 
coming by calling men to repentance, 
with a renewed emphasis on the use of 
love in our visits to the homes of the 
members. 

“We do not visit the active to ‘visit’ 
or the less active to ‘ 
church,’” said Elder Gene R. Cook, a 
member of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy. “We visit to help the head of

The principle of Christian love and 
service has “a place of vital impor- 
tance in the fundamentals of our 
faith,” said Elder Hanks. “For 
(Christ) in his life and teachings, ‘it 
was not an option.” 

Elder Dallin H. Oaks, a member of 
the Quorum of the Twelve, said mem- 
bers of the Church are sometimes to 
blame for giving others the cause to 
wonder whether or not members of 
the “Mormon” Church are Christian. 

Just as teachers at schools some- 
times fail to devote enough time to the 
basics of academics, “I believe some 
of us sometimes do the same thing in 
gospel teaching,” he said. “We ne- 
glect to teach and testify to some sim- 
ple, basic truths of paramount impor- 
tance.”

President Howard W. Hunter of 
the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
spoke of the “heavenly help” mem- 
bers of the Church can receive when 
the “spiritual edge has grown dull.” 

President Hunter recounted three 
examples of people who received help 
from on high. 

In one, quoting from a poem by 
Elizabeth Lloyd Howell, he said,

Said Perry, “Our dress will reflect 
the way we intend to live.” 

LDS General Primary President 
Michaelene P. Grassli advised par- 
ents as well, saying our homes should 
provide peace for children. 

“They (children) need us to help 
them obtain the peace of the Lord,” 
said Grassli. 

“We begin by teaching what we 
are. The children need to see in us 
what they become. They need to see 
us keeping the commandments. 
When we are at peace, then our chil- 
dren can be at peace.” 

Grassli said our Heavenly Father 
has promised peace to his children. 
She said, “Peace in the Lord can give 
them freedom from self-doubt, free- 
dom from fear, freedom from the con- 
finement of their environment and 
freedom from enslaving habits. 

“His peace can free them to unfold 
from the tender buds they are, to the 
mature and fruitful adults they can 
be,” said Grassli. 

Elder W. Grant Bangerter, of the 
presidency of The First Quorum of 
the Seventy, spoke of the great preoc- 
cupation of humanity being death.

For six weeks BY U student Kris- 
ten Pettit experienced a side of the 
Soviet Union few tourists are likely 
to encounter. 

Pettit, 22, a senior from Los An- 
geles majoring in Broadcasting, 
toured with a friend who is a mem- 
ber of “The Herreys,” a Swedish 
rock group. According to Pettit, the 
band is one of the most popular rock 
groups in Russia, playing what is 
known as “bubble gum rock.” 

Vladimir Presnikov, a Russian 

| rock singer and teen idle, toured 
with the band. Kristen got to know 
him and visited his home. 

“At age 20-Vladimir lived with his 
parents,” Pettit.said. “He had a lit- 
tle cubicle for a kitchen and slept in 
the living room. His parents slept in 
a small bedroom of their own.” This 
is quite a contrast with the lifestyle 
of rock stars in America. 

In order for her to receive a visa 
Pettit had to have an official job with 
the group. She served as the 
wardrobe lady and baby sitter. 

Pettit was quick to point out that 
rock concerts in Russia are much 
different than American rock con- 
certs. 

“The audience doesn’t get up and 
dance in the aisles. They even clap 
differently than we do. They are 
stiff and show little emotion.” 

Not every one is allowed to go to 
the concerts. Those allowed to go 
are the privileged, the officers or 
just the ones whose turn had come. 
After every show, either a woman 
or a little girl would come out on 


stage and give the singer an armful of 
flowers and a kiss, Pettit said. 

Pettit had some free time to go out 
and get to know some of the people on 
a more personal basis. She met one 
man who was confined to his house 
because of government protests. She 
communicated with him mostly in en- 
glish, which he learned by listening to 
Jimmy Hendricks records. After 
knowing him for a short time he asked 
her to marry him so he could get out of 
the country. Pettit did not accept the 
marriage proposal. 

Pettit also witnessed some of the 
violence instituted by the govern- 
ment. “I saw a man get attacked and 
taken away by two KGB men at Red 
Square while his family stood there 
and watched.” 

Pettit also said the Russian people 
seem to know very little of what 
America is really like. She talked to a 
Russian pianist who had read in his 
history book that the Americans were 
allies with the Germans during World 
War II and that 60 percent of all 
Americans were Jewish. 

She also saw television documen- 
taries which portrayed America as vi- 
olent and full of crime. “The documen- 
taries were scenes from movies like 
the Twilight Zone.” She described 
one scene she saw on T'V as American 
soldiers killing little children. 

Experiencing some of the Russian 
culture turned into a real adventure 
for Pettit. She and a friend had just 
left a performance of Swan Lake at 
the Bolshoi Theater. As they were 
crossing the street a policeman ap- 
proached them because they had 
crossed the street in the wrong place. 
He demanded their passports in a lan-

Film makers have also found this 
arrangement benefical.

ments and tie-in promotions can help 
cut the movie’s production and adver- 
tising costs.” 


Carol Hilson, president of a 


product placement company in Los 
Angeles, said this new form of adver- 
tising is very cost efficient compared 
to television commercials that can 
cost $2 million and more. 

For the same $50,000 to $100,000 to 
get brand name products used as 
background props, marketers now 
see their product receive star billing 
in movies. 

Besides, said Hilson, advertising in 
a feature film is for eternity. The 
product can be seen time and time 
again through cable and video 
rentals. 

The classic example of the success- 
ful product placement was Reese’s 


Pieces in “E.T.”. “Reese’s Pieces, be- 
came an international success product

Tina Berry, director of corporate 
communication, said, “It was a worth- 
while means of increasing awareness 
for Huggies.” 

In the recently-released movie 
“Johnny Be Good,” movie-goers can 
see an Adidas sweat-shirt commerical 
in the middle of the film. Angelo 
Anastasio, national .entertainment 
promotion director for Adidas, said, 
“It’s a dream of a promotion.” 

Anastasio heard that the film pro- 
ducers needed a big-name pro football 
star for a key scene but could not af- 
ford the going rate of $200,000. 

So he proposed the services of Adi- 
das’s endorser, Jim McMahon, in ex- 
change for a commercial that filmak- 
ers would use in the film starring 
McMahon. 

The producer of “Johnny Be Good,” 
Adam Fields, said, “It’s not like we’ 
just shoved in an ad. 

We didn’t have a commitment to 
leave the entire commercial in, but we 
kept most of it because it was so en- 
tertaining.” 

Not all product promotions are so 
successful. Being part of the “Million 
Dollar Mystery’s” story line, Glad 
Trashbags joined with the film to pro- 
mote a contest to find $1 million dol- 
lars hidden in a trash bag. The only 
problem was that the film flopped at 
the box office. 

Another problem for marketers is 
the film industry’s tendency to 
change the release date. Some pro- 
motions lose effectiveness because 
they are scheduled months in ad- 
vance. For example, Faberge’s Brut 
cologne placed their cologne in the 
movie “Over The Top” starring 
Sylvester Stallone.

BYU professor to head development center

The Getty Center for Education in the Arts has selected 
a BYU professor of art to head its newly organized cur- 


riculum development institute. 


Michael D. Day, head of the BYU art education pro- 
gram, will direct the Getty Curriculum Institute in devel- 
oping a “discipline-based art curriculum” for elementary 


and secondary school use. 


The Getty Center is committed to improving the quality 
and status of art education in the nation’s schools. With 
the creation of the Curriculum Development Institute, 
the Getty Center would like to see art taught in schools 
with the same rigor as other basic subjects. 

According to Day, the Getty Center has been responsi-+ 
ble for implementing art education into the Provo public 
school system. Over the past several years they have 
donated $110,000 to improving the level of art curriculum 


in local schools. 


“They have donated $25,000 to the department of art 
here at BYU, to help improve the undergraduate art 
education program,” said Day. 


-A group of 20 art teachers, supervisors and art museum 
educators from six states will write sample art lessons 


dealing with art production, criticism and history. The 


lessons will be tested in the classrooms of the teachers 
involved in the program. Day, who has taught at BYU for 
five years, said the institute relied on statistics from the 


National Endowment for the Arts in its assessing the need 


for a greater emphasis on art curriculum. “The study 
showed that it was obvious art was not being treated the 
same as other school subjects,” he said. 

Teachers were selected from six states to help with the 
program, primarily Michigan and Connecticut because 
their state art curriculum guidelines were compatible 
with the approach the institute wanted to take, said Day. 

The group will meet together in Los Angeles during 
February to make writing assignments and begin individ- 


ual research for the lessons.

The BYU women’s volleyball 
team defeated the University of Illi- 
nois Illini Saturday night in a tough 
match that went five games and 
lasted over two hours. 

The Cougars won the first two 
games of the match 15-10, 15-13. 
The Illini, fighting hard, came back 
and won the next two 15- 8, 15-18. 
The fifth game, lasting over 30 
minutes, was won by the Cougars 
16-14. 

Both the Cougars and the Illini 
were tied for fifth in the NCAA 
rankings as of Sept. 27. 

“This win will definitely make a 
difference in the rankings,” said 
BYU Coach Elaine Michaelis. 

The match became intense when, 
after winning the first two games, 
the Cougars gave up the next two to 
Illinois. “I knew Illinois would come 
back,” said Michaelis. 

Friday night the Illinois team 


gave up the first two games to the 
Florida Gators and came back to 
win the last three. 

The fifth game of the match was a 
battle for points, with each team 
earning only an average of one point 
per serve. “I was pleased how we 
stayed in the fifth game,” said 
Michaelis. “We kept our concentra- 
tion and intensity, which is a sign of 
maturity in a team.” 

The Cougars were trying a new 
rotation in this match, with outside 
hitter Tea Nieminen on defense and 
middle blocker Marinda Gorbahn 
coming in on the offense. 

Junior middle blocker Stephanie 
Trane also rotated in on the offense 


for junior defensive specialist 
Cherie Sam Fong. 
“We're trying to conserve 


Marinda, whois still alittle tender,” 
said Michaelis. “Stephanie is com- 
ing around, feeling more comfort- 
able with Daphne and the quick 
sets.”

Baseball season closes

Tony Gwynn of the San Diego 
Padres won his second consecutive 
National League batting title, this 
time with the lowest average in the 
league’s 120-year history, and Wade 
Boggs of the Boston Red Sox led the 
American League in hitting for the 
fourth consecutive year. 

Gwynn, who didn’t play Sunday, 
batted .313, 57 points less than his 
league-leading batting average last 
year. Larry Doyle of the New York 
Giants had the previous lowest aver- 
age for an NL champion, batting .320 
in 1915. 

“There are so many dominant 
pitchers this year,” Gwynn said. 
“There is a whole list of pitchers who 
have dominated. Last year they said 
pitching was down, but it’s not this 
year.’ 

Boggs, who also did not play Sun- 
day, batted .366 and became the first 
AL player to win four consecutive 
batting titles since Rod Carew of Min- 
nesota from 1972 through 1975. The 
only AL player with more consecu- 
tive batting titles was Ty Cobb, who 
won nine straight from 1907 through 
1915. 

““Tt’s my fourth in a row. You want 
to be the best and that’s the way to 
measure it, so it’s very gratifying,” 
Boggs said. 

Boggs had 214 hits, becoming the 
first player this century to get 200 
hits in six consecutive seasons. 

A year after offense reached record 
levels, pitching dominated. There 
were 3,180 home runs, a 28.7 percent 
decrease from last year’s record of 
4,458. 

There were just five .300 hitters in 
the NL, the fewest since 1968. The 
AL average dropped from .261 to 
.259. The NL average fell from .265 to 
248. 

While batters struggled, pitchers 
flourished. There were six 20-game 
winners, up from two last year. The 
AL earned-run average dropped from 
4.46 to 3.97, the NL from 4.08 to 3.45. 

Darryl Strawberry of the New 
York Mets led the NL with 39 
homers. Jose Canseco of the Oakland 
Athletics led the AL with 42 and also

Kirby Puckett of the Minnesota 
Twins finished second to Boggs witha 
.356 average, the highest by a right- 
handed batter in the AL since Joe 
DiMaggio hit .857 in 1941 for the New 
York Yankees. Puckett’s 234 hits 
were the most by a right-handed hit- 
ter in the AL since Al Simmons of the 
Philadelphia Athletics has 253 in 1925 
and the most for a right-hander in 
either league since Ducky Medwick of 
the Cardinals had 237 in 1937. 

The Twins drew 3,030,672, becom- 
ing the first AL club to top 3 million 
and the fourth major league team to 
do so. On the field, the Twins made 
just 84 errors, the fewest ever for a 
major-league team. The previous 
record of 95 was set by Baltimore in 
1964 and tied by Cincinnati in 1977 
and Baltimore in 1980. 

The Boston Red Sox committed 
just 93 errors this season. 

And of course there was a record 
for balks. There were 924 balks called 
this season, a 160 percent increase 
over the previous record of 356. 
There were 558 balks in the AL, a 307 
percent increase from the old record 
of 137, set last year. There were 366 
in the NL, a 67 percent increase from 
the record of 219, also set last year. 

Dave Stewart ‘of the Oakland Ath- 
letics finished with a record 16 balks. 
Steve Carlton of the Phillies had the 
former record of 11. David Cone of 
the New York Mets and Dennis Mar- 
tinez and Pascual Perez of the Mon- 
treal Expos led the National League 
with 10 each. 

Also on the negative side, the Ori- 
oles. set an AL record with 61 road 
losses. Boston won the East Division 
with an 89-73 record, becoming the 
first team to win that division with 
fewer than 90 victories ina full season 
since divisional play began in 1969.

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Combustion reactors at BY U test uses of coal

Experiments conducted in two 
state-of-the-art combustion reactors 
at BYU will test alternative uses of 
coal and provide data for a compre- 
hensive description of burning fuel. 

Analyzing coal combustion will 
provide information that may allow 
the use of powdered coal, as opposed 
to liquid oil products, in turbine or 
diesel engines, said Geoff Germane, 
an associate professor in mechanical 
engineering. 

The reactors were designed and as- 
sembled under the direction of Ger- 
mane in BYU’s Advanced Combus- 


tion Engineering Research Center 
(ACERC). 

“The net effect is to possibly be able 
to use coal, which is relatively plenti- 
ful, to replace some applications that 
are oil based,” said Germane. 

The two combustion reactors will 
also provide data for mathematical 
descriptions, or models of burning 
fuel, said Germane. 

The purpose of the model is to pre- 
dict combustion in industrial furnaces 
and so make them more efficient, said 
Philip Smith, associate professor of 
chemical engineering. Ultimately in- 
formation from these models, if ap- 
plied to industry, may be reflected in 
lower utility bills. 


Overall, ACERC wishes to in- 
crease the international competitive- 
ness of U.S. industry in part by 
providing a design tool for combus- 
tion engines, said Germane. 

For the last 10 years, Smith and 
others have been working on these 
comprehensive mathematical de- 
scriptions of the combustion process. 

After almost two years, the reac- 
tors are finally being assembled and 
should be working by November, said 
Germane. 

The Department of Energy wants 
to utilize coal in unique ways and so 
supports the projects through the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, he said. 

“The pricipal objective of ACERC 


is to develop computer-aided design 
techniques,” said Calvin 
Bartholomew, associate director of 
ACERC and professor of chemical en- 
gineering. “The reactors are used to 
gather the data and test the models 
we develop under well defined condi- 
tions.” 

There are two reactors: the small 
reactor will provide the information 
for the mathematical description of 
the coal combustion process and the 
large reactor will allow the engineers 
to test predictions of the mathemati- 
cal model. 

With the small high-pressure reac- 
tor coal is pulverized to the consis- 
tency of talcum powder and then the 


particles are dropped through hot 
gas. As they fall and burn a laser 
measures particle size, temperature 
and velocity, said Germane. 

For one series of experiments the 
coal is sent through the reactor twice: 
first to remove all the impurities and 
second to measure the combustion 
process. 

In other tests, the residual tar and 
gases are collected to analyze the 
composition of coal. 

The purpose of the combustion re- 
actors is to:“produce new data for 
evaluating the mathematical model 
and to produce new knowledge con- 
cerning combustion of coal and other 
fuels,” said Germane.
